In order that guch results may be ob- 
tained, the right to be represented by coun- 
sel is at once apparent. But no lavwwer, rich 
or poor, experienced or inexperienced, able 
or incapable, has the right to advise an in- 
dividual or corporation how to violate the 
law, and how to escape detection or pun- 
ishment for a violation of the law.
